Given 
the current level of budget shortfall it will be very difficult 
to justify restoration of positions identified for elimination 
by this procedure. Nevertheless, I have referred your concerns 
to the Departments of State and Transportation. Please be 
assured fh3t the importance of the Greek merchant marine is well 
understood. 

In closing, let me say that events in the Persian Gulf continue 
to draw world attention to the importance of maritime affairs, 
and I was gratified to read the Union of Greek Shipowners' 
expression of support for the Western Alliance.
